Sparks from Fr. Mark 

Two weeks ago, we as a diocese were asked to fill out a 
questionnaire as we concluded the Preaching Project, To Preach the 
Good News Well. Two questions caught my attention in the 
questionnaire: (1) I pray the scripture readings at home or just before 
Mass, and (2) The scriptures challenge me to practice my faith. 

In Hebrews 4:12 we hear, “Indeed, the Word of God is living and 
effective, sharper than any two-edged sword, penetrating even between 
soul and spirit, joints and marrow, and able to discern reflections and 
thoughts of the heart.” 

As we prepare for The Ascension of the Lord next weekend, May 16, 
let us take some time to reflect, ponder, and ruminate on next 
Sunday’s Gospel reading in the way Saint Benedict teaches us, with 
the “ears of our hearts.” Here is a simple method of reading the Gospel 
that you can use individually, with your family, or even in a small 
group this week. Let the Gospel form your heart. 

Jesus said to his disciples: (( Thus it is written that the Christ 
would suffer and rise from the dead on the third day and that 
repentance; for the forgiveness of sins, would be preached in 
his name to all the nations, beginning from Jerusalem. You are 
witnesses of these things. And behold I am sending the promise 
of my Father upon you; but stay in the city until you are clothed 
with power from on high.” Then he led them out as far as 
Bethany; raised his hands, and blessed them. As he blessed 
them he parted from them and was taken up to heaven. They 
did him homage and then returned to Jerusalem with great joy; 
and they were continually in the temple praising God. (Luke 24: 
46-53)
